WASHINGTON  -  President  Ford  told  a 
sun-drenched  Rose  Garden  news  conference 
Wednesday  he  hopes  for  “some  meaningful 
reduction  in  the  rate  of  inflation”  by  early  next 
year  and  does  not  believe  the  country  is  suffering 
from  a  recession. 

In  the  first  outdoor  question-and-answer  session 
with  reporters  since  the  administration  of  Lyndon 
B.  Johnson,  Ford  also  declared  that: 

—  Despite  his  wife’s  recent  cancer  surgery,  “I  have 
seen  nothing  to  change”  his  inclination  to  run  for 
election  in  1 976. 

•  -“If  there  is  a  reason”  for  him  to  meet  with 
Soviet  leader  Leonid  I.  Brezhnev  before  a  planned 
1975  Washington  summit,  “I  will  certainly  consider 
it.”  White  House  officials  say  a  November  meeting 
somewhere  in  the  Pacific  is  under  consideration. 

—He  continues  to  oppose  forced  busing  to  achieve 
racial  balance  in  schools,  but  thinks  it  of  “maximum 
importance  that  the  citizens  of  Boston  respect  the 
law”  and  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  send 
federal  troops  there  to  deal  with  racial  disturbances. 

—He  still  hopes  to  find  a  constitutional  way  to 
provide  federal  aid  to  private  and  parochial  schools 
although  the  courts  have  frowned  upon  the  tax 
credit  idea  he  long  had  favored. 

—He  will  meet  Mexican  President  Luis  Echeverria 
on  the  border  between  Arizona  and  that  countryon 
Oct.  21. 


—A  $50,000  gift  by  Vice  President  Designate 
Nelson  A.  Rockefeller  to  Henry  A.  Kissinger  before 
he  joined  the  government  was  free  of  impropriety, 
and  the  secretary  of  state  “deserves  whatever  good 
and  appropriate  things  I  can  say  about  him.” 

Ford  fielded  questions  with  ease  during  the 
half-hour  session,  making  a  departure  from  the 
customary  news  conference  format  to  encourage 
reporters  to  ask  follow-up  questions.  The  session 
was  carried  live  by  television  and  radio. 

Responding  to  the  first  question  of  the  afternoon, 
Ford  said,  “I  do  not  think  the  United  States  is  in  a 
recession.  We  do  have  economic  problems,  but  it  is  a 
very  mixed  situation.” 

Reduction  foreseen 

If  Congress  and  the  people  respond  to  the 
economic  program  he  unveiled  Tuesday,  Ford  said 
he  is  convinced  “We  can  have,  hopefully  early  in 
1975,  some  meaningful  reduction  in  the  rate  of 
inflation.” 

In  the  past,  Ford  has  talked  about  conquering 
rising  prices  by  mid-1976  and  Alan  Greenspan, 
chairman  of  his  Council  of  Economic  Advisers,  has 
said  it  might  take  until  1977. 

Nevertheless  Ford  said  if  Congress  grants  his 
request  for  a  one-year,  five  per  cent  surcharge  on 
income  taxes  for  corporations  and  middle  and  upper 
income  Americans,  such  measures  would  not  have 
to  be  extended  beyond  1 975. 


Asked  to  explain  why  he  rejected  proposals  for  a 
higher  gasoline  tax  or  fuel  rationing,  the  President 
Said  he  decided  a  surtax  would  be  more  equitable. 

“I  don’t  think  we  have  to  put  a  tax  on  gasoline 
users  to  achieve  our  objective,”  he  said.  “And  if  we 
can  do  it,  conserve  energy  by  voluntary  action,  1 
think  it  is  far  preferable  and  more  in  the  tradition  of 
the  American  system.” 

Ford  did  express  dissatisfaction  with  the  pace  of 
Project  Independence  but  sought  to  place  part  of 
the  blame  on  the  Democratic-controlled  Congress, 
saying: 

“There  have  been  a  number  of  legislative 
proposals  before  the  Congress  that  would  increase 
domestic  supplies.  Unfortunately  in  too  many  cases 
the  Congress  has  not  responded,  so  the  Congress  has 
to  share  some  of  the  blame  with  the  executive 
branch.”  ■ 

Only  two  questions  were  asked  that  related  to 
resigned  President  Richard  Nixon. 

To  one,  Ford  declined  to  discuss  further  the 
unconditional  pardon  he  granted  his  predecessor, 
saying,  “I  think  it  is  most  appropriate  that  I  defer 
any  comment  on  that  subject”  until  testimony  he  is 
scheduled  to  give  to  a  House  judiciary 
subcommittee  Oct.  17. 

To  another,  Ford  defended  his  recommendation, 
sharply  assailed  in  Congress,  that  Nixon  be  provided 
with  $850,000  for  a  transition  period. 

“The  amount  that  was  submitted  on  this 
occaision,”  said  Ford,  “was  roughly  comparable  to

WASHINGTON  -  An  inflation-fighting  income  tax  surcharge 
may  have  to  be  levied  for  at  least  two  years  instead  of  just  the 
single  year  proposed  by  President  Ford,  the  acting  head  of  the 
House  Ways  and  Means  Committee  said  Wednesday. 

“We’re  not  going  to  come  out  of  this  economic  crisis— and 
we’d  better  recognize  it— in  one  year.  It  is  going  to  take  longer 
than  that,”  Rep.  Al  Ullman,  D-Ore.,  told  reporters. 

Ullman  presided  in  the  place  of  Chairman  Wilbur  D.  Mills, 
D-Ark.,  as  the  panel  opened  consideration  of  the  proposals 
advanced  by  Ford  a  day  earlier. 

Mills  had  not  been  seen  at  the  Capitol  since  an  incident  early 
Monday  in  which  police  say  a  woman  bolted  from  his  car  and 
jumped  into  a  pool  as  other  riders  scuffled.  Mills  was  said  to  be 
one  of  those  involved. 

Presents  case 

The  panel  first  heard  Treasury  Secretary  William  Simon 
present  the  administration’s  case  for  the  new  taxes.  Ullman 
agreed  that  the  President  has  “given  us  a  format  and  I  think, 
because  the  country  is  in  trouble,  it  is  our  responsibility 
to  .  .  .  get  it  passed  this  year.”

the  counties  of  registration. 

Of  nine  western  states,  only 
Idaho  and  Utah  are  still 
registering  voters  for  the  Nov.

According  to  John  F. 
Greenfield,  assistant  attorney 
general  for  Idaho,  students 
who  voted  in  Idaho  in  the  last 
general  election  are  still 
registered,  if  they  haven’t 
moved. 

If  they  haven’t  voted  since 
before  the  general  election  two 
years  ago,  they  should  check 
with  their  county  clerks  to  see 
if  they  are  still  registered,  he 
said.

Few  people  know  that  a 
man  called  Uncle  J  is 
responsible  for  10  BYU 
scholarships  each  year. 

Boyd  Worthington,  director 
of  Financial  Aids,  said  the 
Florence  E.  and  J.  Winter 
Smith  Scholarship  provides 
full  tuitjon  for  10  students 
each  year. 

J.  Winter  Smith,  or  “Uncle 
J,”  as  he  is  affectionately 
known,  was  bom  in  1880  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  His  grandfather 
was  Samuel  Smith,  the  brother 
of  Joseph  Smith  Jr. 

After  graduating  from  high 
school,  Uncle  J  served  a 
three-year  mission  in  Europe. 
He  then  graduated  from 
Stanford  University  in  1908 
with  a  civil  engineering  degree 
and  married. 

During  j  World  War  I,  he 


served  as  captain  in  the 
Engineer  Corps. 

Whereever  Uncle  J  and  his 
wife  went,  they  organized 
youth  groups.  Their  love  for 
the  youth  was  such  that  their 
home  was  always  open  to 
young  people. 

After  Uncle  J’s  wife  died  in 
1955,  the  Florence  E.  and  J.

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Utah  may  be  oil  'powerhouse' 


Reactors

Utah  may  become  the 
nation’s  powerhouse,  since  it 
holds  95  per  cent  of  all  the 
nation’s  tar  sand  deposits 
which  produce  oil. 


According  to  Dr.  Joseph  M. 
Glassett,  associate  professor  of 
chemical  engineering,  the  tar 
sand  could  produce  up  to  25 
billion*  barrels  of  oil,  if 
properly  mined. 

Eyring  Research  Institute 
has  a  contract  with  Dr. 
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Glassett  to  find  the  oil-bearing 
sand  in  Utah.  “We  find  out 
which  are  the  best  deposits  in 
Utah  and  how  difficult  it  will 
be  to  mine  those  deposits,” 
said  Dr.  Glassett. 

The  mining  operation  would 
be  similar  to  that  of  Kennecott 
Copper.  “Crude  oil  you  can 
pump  out  of  the  ground,  but 
this  you  can’t— it  has  to  be 
mined,”  said  Dr.  Glassett.  He 
indicated  that  a  mining 
operation  in  Alberta,  Canada, 
is  successful  in  mining  the 
black,  oil-rich  sand. 

Preliminary  investigations 
have  been  made  in  Vernal, 
Utah,  where  the  tar  sand  has 
been  found  on  Asphalt  Ridge. 
A  city  hearing  determined  that 
the  mine  posed  no  ecological 
problems. 

Another  major  deposit  is 
located  where  the  Green  River 
flows  into  the  Colorado  River. 
This  deposit  contains  an 
estimated  16  billion  barrels. 

Dr.  Glassett’s  investigation 
does  not  involve  laboratory 
analysis.  Objectives  are 
centered  around  identification 
of  tar  sands,  feasibility  of 
mining  and  extraction.  “We

The  tar  sand  contains  no 
natural  gasoline  but  is  heavy 
with  5  0  per  cent  asphalt. 

Through  cracking,  the  tar 
could  yield  gasoline  and  other  oil  shales 
by-products.  ‘‘The  Glassett.

Some  Japanese  political 
leaders  have  criticized  former 
Prime  Minister  Eisaku  Sato’s 
receipt  of  a  share  of  the  1974 
Nobel  Peace  Prize.  They 
contend  he  didn’t  deserve  it 
because  of  his  role  in  keeping' 
U.S.  military  forces  in  Japan. 

The  selection  of  Sato  and 
Sean  MacBride  of  Ireland  as 
cowinners  of  the  award  was 
announced  Tuesday  in  Oslo, 
Norway.  Citations  said  the- 
selections  were  for  Sato’s 
efforts  to  limit  nuclear 
weapons  and  stabilize 
conditions  in  Asia  and 
MacBride’s  many  years  of 
work  to  protect  human  rights. 

$124,000  award  shared 

The  Nobel  Committee  of  the 
Norwegian  parliament  said  the 
two  would  share  the  $124,000 
award  equally.  Both  r 
expected  to  be  in  Oslo  Dec.  10 
to  accept  it. 

“Sean  MacBride’s  efforts  for 
human  rights  and  Eisaku 
Sato’s  work  for  limitation  of 
nuclear  weapons  and  for 
international  conciliation 
contributed  each  in  its  own 
way  to  securing  peace,”  the 
committee  said. 

“Their  efforts  have  come  ii 
areas  that  in  our  time  are 
central  to  the  work  for  peace.” 

Fifty  nominated 

Director  Tim  Greve  of  the 
Nobel  Institute  said  about  50 
candidates  had  been 
nominated  for  the  1974  prize. 
Candidates’  names  are  never 
officially  revealed. 

It  was  the  first  time  that  a 
Japanese  or  an  Irishman  v 
the  Peace  Prize,  although  five 
Japanese  and  two  Irishmen 
have  received  Nobel  prizes  ir 
other  categories.  The  award  ii 
named  for  the  late  Alfred 
Nobel,  the  Swedish  inventor  of 
dynamite,  who  donated  the 
prize  fund. 

Sato,  73,  was  Japan’s  prim 
minister  from  1964  to  1972. 
He  said  on  learning  in  Tokyo 
of  his  being  considered  but 
had  thought  he  would  not  win. 

A  Socialist  party  official 
quickly  criticized  the 
selection,  declaring  that  Sato

From  Truth  to  Deception 
In  the  writing  Christ  tells 
Peter  that  after  him  will  arise  a 
false  doctrine  “of  a  multitude 
of  forms  (all  of)  Which  will 
reign  over  men  in  heresy.” 
These  “empty  immitations” 
will  lead  men  from  truth  to 
deception,  says  Christ. 

“Men  will  make  merchandise 
of  my  word,”  He  warns  the 
apostle.  They  will  “oppress 
their  brothers  by  saying  to 
them  that  i  ‘through  this 
immitation  or  likeness.  .  . 
salvation  will  come  to  us.’  ” 
The  manuscript  contains 
several  lines  which  apparently 
refer  to  a  subsequent  era  of 
restoration.  “After  the 
fulfillment  of  the  deception,” 
reads  the  text,  “the  agelessnesS 
of  immortal  thought  will  be 
renewed.” 


“The  word  is  ‘renewed’  or 
‘restored,’  ”  noted  professor 
Griggs.  As  to  whether  it  refers 
to  the  restoration  effected 
through  the  Prophet  Joseph 
Smith,  he  said,  “It’s  possible.” 


The  manuscript  continues 
by  saying  that  through  this 
“renewal”  God  will  “pull  out 
their  deception  by  its  root” 
and  “put  it  to  shame.”  “Their 
understanding  will  cease,” 
Christ  assures  Peter  in  words 
similar  to  Isaiah’s  prophecy 
that  “the  wisdom  of  their  wise 
men  shall  perish  and  the 
understanding  of  their  prudent 
men  shall  be  hid.”  (Isa.  29:14) 


Christ’s  Dual  Nature 

The  “Apocalypse  of  Peter” 
teaches  that  Christ  has  both  a 
physical  and  a  spiritual  nature. 
It  says  that  His  physical  body 
was  nailed  to  the  cjoss  but  his 
spiritual  body  could  not  be 
harmed. 


The  early  Christian  text  may 
have  been  written  anytime 
between  100  A.D.  to  400 
A.D.,  according  to  Dr.  Brown. 
Professor  Griggs  added  that, 
“We  can  safely  say  that  the 
manuscript  itself  dates  no  later 
than  the  fourth  century.” 


It  is  written  in  the  Coptic 
language,  which  is  a  late  form 
of  Egyptian  that  uses  Greek 
characters.

Many  Ancient  Writings 
Most  of  the  50  Nag 
Hammadi  manuscripts  have 
not  been  published  in  English. 
Many  have  not  been  published 
at  all.  Among  the  other  titles 
in  the  collection  are  “The 
Gospel  of  Philip,”  “The  Acts 
of  Peter  and  the  Twelve 
Apostles,”  “The  Gospel  of 
Thomas,”  and  “The  Dialogue 
of  the  Savior.” 

Also  included  are  “The 


secretly  preserve  the  original., 
rites  and  teachings  of  Christ. 

The  manuscript  was 
discovered  in  Egypt  about 
1946.  The  sect  had  carefully 
buried  it  in  its  cemetery 
approximately  15  centuries 
ago.  About  50  other  early 
Christian  documents  were 
found  in  the  cemetery,  making 
it  one  of  the  most  fruitful 
archeological  finds  of  the 
century. 
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Two  BYU  religion  professors  have  translated  the 
“Apocalypse  of  Peter”  from  late  Egyptian  into  English.  Their 
translation  will  be  published  in  BYU  Studies.

The  ancient  documents 
provide  first-hand  evidence  of 
the  apostasy  and  show  that 
early  Christians  thought  that 
God  had  more  to  say  than  is 
contained  in  our  present  Bible, 
said  Griggs.

“They  contain 
allusions  and  accounts  of 
secret  rites  concerning  the 
creation  and  man’s  ultimate 
salvation,”  said  Dr.  Brown. 

The  writings  show  that  early 
Christian  splinter  groups 
commonly  believed  that  an 
apostasy  had  occurred.  In  fact, 
“Among  early  Christians  there 
was  never  any  question  of  an 
apostasy,”  remarked  Griggs. 
“The  question  was  who  did

Latter-day  Saints  could 
make  significant  contributions 
to  the  understanding  of  ,early 
Christian  writings.

“Because 
of  our  inside  perspective  we 
can  translate  these  things 
meaningfully.” 

Neither  of  these  professors 
feels  that  these  writings  are 
necessarily  “new  scripture.” 
They  are,  for  the  most  part, 
merely  writings  of  early 
Christian  sects  “who  thought 
they  were  right  and  everyong 
else  was  wrong,”  said  Dr. 
Brown.

A  BYU  senior  was 
influential  in  getting  the 
re-release  of  the  Marx 
Brothers’  classic  comedy 
“Animal  Crackers.” 

Robert  Garrick,  a  senior  in 
Pre-Law,  from  Tarzana,  Calif., 
is  one  of  the  three  founders  of 
the  Committee  for  the 
Re-Release  of  “animal 
Crackers,”  (CRAC). 

“Animal  Crackers”  was  the 
second  motion  picture  made 
by  the  Marx  brothers.  Garrick 
said  the  picture  has  been  out 
of  legal  circulation  in  the 
United  States  for  at  least  22 
years. 

Garrack  said  he  and  two 
friends,  Steve  Stoliar  and 
Daryl  Busby,  became 
interested  in  the  Marx  brothers 
while  attending  Taft  High 
School  in  Woodland  Hills, 


Calif.  They  read  everything 
they  could  find  on  the  Marx 
brothers  and  went  to  all 
available  Marx  brothers 
movies. 

According  to  Garrack,  “Our 
interest  in  seeing  ‘Animal 
Crackers’  re-released,  came 
when  we  were  able  to  see  a 
boot-legged  copy  of  the  film  in 
an  underground  theatre  in  Los 
Angeles.  The  copy  was  poor 
but  the  film  was  great.” 

Garrack  said  they  called  Erin 
Fleming,  business  agent  for  the 
Marx  brothers  and  told  her 
they  thought  the  film  should 
be  re-released  into  legal 
circulation.  She  too  liked  the 


Garrack  and  his  friends 
decided  to  launch  a  campaign 
to  try  and  speed  up  the  legal 
process  and  get  “Animal 
Crackers”  back  in  circulation. 

By  this  time,  all  three  were 
of  college  age.  Stoliar  and 
Busby  were  attending  UCLA 
and  Garrack  was  at  BYU.  They 
decided  to  launch  a  petition 
and  letter  writing  campaign 
which  began  early  in  1974  at 
UCLA. 

Groucho  himself  showed  up 
at  UCLA  to  sign  the  petition 
and  support  the  campaign.  The

As  a  competitor 
All-Around  category,  Young 
must  compete  in  six  events.  He 
must  execute  compulsory  and 
optional  exercises  in  floor 
exercises,  side  horse,  still  rings, 
long  horse  vaulting,  parallel 
bars,  and  high  bar. 

Out  of  a  possible  60.00 
points  Young  scored  54.95  in 
the  optional  events  and  53.65 
in  the  compulsory  events 
beating  out  second  place  Hug, 
108.60  to  107.70. 


All  this  success  hasn’t  come 
over  night  to  Young.  In  the 
tradition  of  winning  athletes 
everywhere,  he  has  not  only 
worked  hard  at  the  physical 
aspects  of  the  sport,  but  he  has 
studied  what  has  made  others 
in  his  sport  great. 

Young’s  studies  began  when 


he  was  in  the  ninth  grade  in 
Provo.  Since  the  local  schools 
offer  no  competitive 
gymnastics  program,  Young 
learned  on  his  own  by 
watching  the  BYU  teams 
practice  and  taking  tips  from 
both  team  members  and  coach 
Bruce  Morgenegg. 

In  high  school.  Young  kept 
his  competitive  spirit  active  by 
participating  in  football, 
wrestling,  and  swimming. 
Combining  his  gymnastic  and 
swimming  ability,  Young 
achieved  All-region  and 
All-state  recognition  in  diving. 

Upon  entering  BYU,  Young 
began  his  first  competition  in 
gymnastics  as  a  floor  exercise 
specialist.  Desiring  to  compete 
in  All-Around  events,  Young 
traveled  to  California  to  stqdy  : 
the  expertise  needed  for  all 
events. 

Still  wanting  more  and 
recognizing  a  rare  expertise  in 
gymnastics  found  in  Japanese 
gymnists,  Young  went  to 
Japan  to  study  under  some  of 
the  finest  gymnists  in  the 
world. 

The  senior  in  Physical 
Education  noted  that  part  of 
his  education  in  Japan 
involved  training  of  his  mind. 
“Gymnastics  is  a  highly 
discipline  sport,”  said  Young. 
“Your  mind  must  demand 
more  than  your  body  can 
produce.” 

In  addition  to  his  personal 
studies  into  gymnastics,  Young 
credits  much  of  his  success  to 
his  two  Cougar  coaches,  Bruce 
Morgenegg,  BYU’s  head

The  museum  personnel, 
through  the  Department  of 
Archaeology,  finds  artifacts  on 
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government  lands  and  < 
research  for  government 
agencies,  he  said. 

According  to  B.  J.  Earle,  a 
graduate  student  in 
Archaeology  from  Oregon, 
research  is  conducted  upon 
request  from  the  U.S.  Forest 
Service  and  the  Bureau  of 
Land  Management.  Miss  Earle 
noted  that  BYU  and  the 
University  of  Utah  are  the 
main  institutions  in  Utah 
doing  research  for  these 
government  agencies. 

But  research  is  not 
conducted  for  the  government 
only.  The  archaeology 
department  conducts  research 
to  increase  man’s  knowledge 
of  past  peoples. 

Goshen  being  studied 

Research  is  now  being 
conducted  on  Old  Goshen. 
Miss  Earle  pointed  out  that 
Goshen  was  moved  to  its 
present  site  to  escape  a  disease 
infected  area  and  marauding 
Indians.  The  old  sight  was 
occupied  for  about  ten  years 
in  the  mid  1850’s  before  it  was 
moved  lock-stock-and-barrel  to 
its  present  location. 

Miss  Earle  stated  that  much 
research  has  gone  into 
Southern  Utah’s  past.  It  seems, 
she  said,  that  some  time  ago, 
Southern  Utah  supported  a 
larger  population  than  today. 
Due  to  a  change  in  rainfall,  she 
noted  the  growing  season  was 
disrupted  and  there  was  a 
decline  in  the  population. 

Displays  on  early  man 

Many  items  are  on  display  in 
the  museum  depicting  these 
earlier  peoples.  One  of  the 
ancient  devices  is  called 
Atl-atl.  The  Atl-atl  is  a  spear 
thrown  by  another  stick  that 
has  a  socket  at  one  end.  The 
butt  end  of  the  spear  fits  into 
the  socket  giving  the  spear 
greater  range. 

Miss  Earle  pointed  out  that 
the  bow  and  arrow  was  not 
generally  known  at  the  time  of 
the  Atl-atl  (9,000  to  6,000 
B.C.),  and  that  most  ancient 
hunters  had  used  some  kind  of

Wednesday,  two  days  after  a  car  in  which  he  was  said  to  be 
ndmg  was  stopped  by  Park  Police  and  a  woman  occupant  leaped 
into  a  pool  in  front  of  the  Jefferson  Memorial. 

Mills  passed  up  an  important  meeting  of  the  Ways  and  Means 
Committee  today  and  his  office  said  he  was  not  expected  on 
Capitol  Hill. 

Mills  denied  through  a  spokesman  that  he  was  in  the  car  at  the 
time  of  the  2  a.m.  Monday  incident,  in  which  police  say  they 
stopped  the  car  for  a  check  when  they  saw  it  driving  “at  an 
unreasonable  speed  with  its  lights  off.” 

However,  police  said  one  of  the  five  passengers  in  the 
late-model  Lincoln  Continental  identified  himself  as  Mills  A 
local  television  station  also  ran  film  of  the  incident  in  Tuesday 
news  programs  and  identified  a  man  shown  walking  away  from 
the  camera  as  Mills.
